
Greenwich 
Park 2012 
test events 
launched

THOUSANDS of Greenwich residents 
and school children are among the 
spectators to watch the test events 
for the equestrian and pentathlon 
competitions in Greenwich Park this 
week. 

Five days of test events were launched 
yesterday (Monday, July 4) when 41 
riders from 23 countries were due to try 
out the specially-built equestrian arena 
which will stage the dressage, jumping 
and laser shooting for the pentathlon. 
And this weekend 72 modern 
pentathletes from 20 nations will ride 
the 26-jump cross country course over 
two more days of competition. 

This week’s events have been organised 
by LOCOG, the London Organising 
Committee for the Olympic Games, to 
test facilities on site for the horses, 
competitors and spectators. Operations 
for the stabling and training areas, 
sporting ground as well as the spectator 
stands and scoring systems are being 
checked ahead of the Games next year. 
Last week Greenwich Time got a sneak 
preview of the preparations and a 
chance to view the course. 

The arena platform has been designed 
to minimise impact on the ground and 
has been fitted with adjustable legs so 
that no holes have to be dug into the 
ground. 

The cross country course for the test 
event has 26 jumps and one will have 
been inspired by Greenwich school

Montbelle’s emotional farewell to ‘Mrs Marshall’ 



GOODBYE, MRS MARSHALL the retiring Montbelle headteacher Jenny Marshall with some of the children she still teaches

THE headteacher who 
guided two primary 
schools into one to create 
a focal point for the local 
community retires this 
month. 

“Mrs Marshall” is leaving 
Montbelle after 16 years in 
charge, the last six on the 
bright and spacious site in 
Milverton Way, New Eltham. 

“It was not an easy time when 
Ruxley Manor closed and 
Montbelle staff and governors 
welcomed the remaining 
pupils, especially as most 
Montbelle parents wanted the 
new school to be built on their 
site,” said Jenny Marshall, 
who was 60 this year. 

“I had to convince everyone 
that it was a brilliant move, 
which it was, but, you know, 
the people who really made it 
work were the children. They 
mixed together fantastically 
well. They have so much to 
teach us!” 

Jenny is leaving with “very 
mixed feelings” She told GT: 
“Today I did my last meeting 
with new parents and there 
was one point where I could 
feel my voice cracking. 

“When you know that you’re 
leaving there are all kinds of 
things that you will be doing 
for the last time and you think, 
I’m never going to do that 
again - sports day, our topic 
books exhibition and other 
things with children, parents 
and staff. 

“I will miss the children. 
I listen to pupils read every 
lunchtime. They were a bit 
reluctant to start with but now 
fight to get in there first. I’ll 
miss the teaching, the contact 
with the children.” 

Jenny joined Montbelle as 


deputy head 19 years ago and 
was in charge three years 
later. Her legacy will be a 
“calm and friendly” school 
that has developed its own 
sense of discipline. 

“The ethos is that everybody 
respects everybody else, 
whoever you are. If you 
misbehave you stop other 
people from learning, and you 
find that other children don’t 
want that. Anyone who does 
misbehave learns very quickly 
that it is not how we behave 
here. 

“The children are encouraged 
to be confident and develop 
personalities. We take the core 
subjects very seriously but we 
also take sport, art and drama 
and all other curriculum 
subjects seriously because 


that’s where your child might 
blossom - and they also need 
to be aware of the world and 
their place in it.” 

The school has 450 children, 
including the nursery, which 
moved in with the move to 
Milverton Way. “That was a 
real shock because we didn’t 
have one before,” said Jenny. 
“The Foundation One stage 
was a complete unknown to 
us but is, as we know now, a 
crucial part of the children’s 
education. 

“We had to build that from 
scratch and it’s been a steep 
learning curve. Our staff has 
been incredibly hard working 
and we’ve just appointed a 
new foundation stage leader, 
Sarah Stewart, who has some 
brilliant new ideas.” 


One of Jenny’s own ideas, a 
song for the London Olympics 
written with husband Dave 
Marshall, was recorded by the 
BBC and was the first thing 
shown on the Big Screen in 
Woolwich. 

“One of my wishes would be 
for the music at the school to 
continue to flourish because 
it’s a real strength. We’ve 
got choirs, bands and we 
go out and entertain in the 
community and at London- 
wide events.” 

Jenny describes new head 
Rachel Waite, from Tower 
Hamlets, as “wonderful with 
high expectations, which is 
what we want.” 

But it’ll be a while before 
pupils get used to life without 
“Mrs Marshall”.

The park will be fully 
re-instated and restored 
after the test events until 
next summer when works 
begin to build the arena 
for 2012. 

Greenwich Council 
leader Chris Roberts was 
among the tour group 
who visited the site last 
Wednesday.

We are 
delighted to have had 
the opportunity to host 
these test events and the 
events next year in the 
borough. We are working 
closely with LOCOG and 
the Royal Parks to ensure 


correct preparation and 
full restoration is carried 
out. Stringent planning 
conditions are in place to 
ensure the protection of 
the park.” 

LOCOG Chair, Seb Coe, 
said: “Greenwich Park 
is a fantastic venue, and 
it is very exciting to be 
hosting world class sport 
here in the lead up to the 
Games. This is a chance 
to test our plans and 
operational readiness. It 
also gives the residents 
and school children of 
Greenwich, plus the 
equestrian and modern 
pentathlon communities, 
a chance to witness world 
class sport at this historic 
venue. We have worked 
hard on the detail of our 
plans, and we will treat 
the park with respect and 


care. We have tried to 
minimise disruption and 
many parts of the park 
remain open. It has been 
impressive and exciting 
to see everything take 
place.” 

Greenwich Council 
ran a public ballot to 
allocate a thousand 
tickets to Greenwich 
residents and received 
over 12,000 requests 
within the first six days. 
The council has also 
allocated 3,500 tickets 
to local school children 
so they could experience 
the atmosphere and 
excitement of an Olympic 
event.

Greenwich Council’s Playground to 
Podium programme is seeing new outdoor 
gyms and play areas installed, and sports 
grounds revitalised to encourage more 
people of all ages to get active. 

It’s all part of the council’s drive, as a 
host borough for the Olympics, to deliver 
long-term benefits to local residents. 

The latest plans, agreed by the 
council’s Cabinet on June 21, include 
over £28,000 to the Friends of Horn Park 
for playground improvements. This will 
be added to £35,000 funding from the 
National Lottery. 

Thirty-thousand pounds is also being 
given to re-level the bowling green at 
Blackheath. 

Already, outdoor gyms and other new 
sports facilities such as cricket nets, 
tennis courts and multi use games areas 
(MUG As) have been installed at parks 
around the borough. 

Terry Powley Chair of the borough’s 
Parks Friends Forum, said: “From 
our point of view the investment 
programme represents a significant leap 
in improvements in the parks. It will 
encourage greater public use of their 
amenities, and the growing popularity 
of the parks reflects real local pride in 
them.” 

The Playground to Podium benefits are 
happening alongside plans to help more 
parks in Greenwich achieve Green Flag 
status. This is a national standard that 
confirms that parks are maintained to 
high standards. 

Greenwich Council is committed 
to getting 12 public parks up to the 


prestigious ‘Green Flag’ standard by 
2012. 

Parks which have already been awarded 
the Green Flag standard are Well Hall 
Pleasaunce, Eltham Parks North and 
South, Sutcliffe Park, East Greenwich 
Pleasaunce, Horn Park, and Blackheath, 
jointly held with Lewisham. 

Greenwich Council has just agreed 
to a scheme to carry out landscaping, 
signage and general improvement work 
to three others now seeking the standard 
- Fairy Hill Park, Avery Hill Park and 
Eaglesfield Park. Another three parks 
are due to be submitted later. 

A total of £441,000 has been agreed, 
which will come wholly from the 
£4.772 million Playground to Podium 
programme. 

Cllr John Fahy. the council’s cabinet 
member for culture and the Olympics , said: 
“It’s fantastic to see the improvements 
so far being enjoyed by people of all

more sporting facilities to our local parks 
for the community to make use of”.

• THIS property is 
managed by Gallions 
Housing Association. 
Chris Francis, its head 
of asset management, 
replies: “Ms Ryan did 
experience a leak in 
August, 2010, which was 
successfully repaired. 


However, she reported 
another unrelated leak 
recently. Our surveyors 
are in contact with her 
to try and establish the 
exact source of the leak 
so that it may be fixed 
quickly. 

Our initial visit seems 
to suggest that the 
problem may well 
be due to a blocked 
rainwater pipe from 
the balcony above, but 
we’ll need to wait for 
the results of further 
tests, which will be 


carried out this week, to 
confirm it. 

In the meantime, I’d like 
to take this opportunity 
to apologise to Ms Ryan 
for any inconvenience 
caused. 

With regards to 
her son’s sleeping 
arrangements and 
health condition, we 
only became aware of 
this during the current 
exchange but have since 
had a discussion with 
her as to how this could 
possibly be resolved.’’

• THE council has had many 
meetings with Thames Water 
and their contractors, TFL, and 
London Transport to try and 
agree on the best way forward 
for these works. 

The problem area has always 
been the four-way junction at 
Lakedale Road and Plumstead 
High Street. 

The top priority here is to 


keep the junction clear for the 
Fire Brigade. The council has 
adjusted the traffic lights to try 
to improve flow and help the 
works progress. 

There are advance warnings on 
lamp columns advising motorist 
of the delays so they could avoid 
the area if possible. 

The council has asked the 
enforcement team to focus on 
the area to check for motorists 
who stop in the wrong places 
(loading bays, double yellow 
lines) to try to keep more of the 
road clear and passable. 

The gate in Barth Road, along 
with other traffic management 
measures in the area, was 
installed following extensive 
consultation with local residents 
who had complained about the 
rat-running traffic through the 
area. It is very unlikely that local 
residents would support the 
opening of the gate 
in Barth Road, especially 
during the peak hours when 
the rat-running would be at the 
highest level. Ed

The foundation campaign 
is set up at a local centre for 
Freddie and children like 
him from all over London 
and north-west Kent. “The 
Spider is really clever and the 


children love it because for 
the first time it gives them 
freedom to move on their 
own,” said Mr Catchesides. 
“Sainsbury’s support for us is 
wonderful.” 

“Our dream is to get Freddie 
on his feet and do the same for 
scores of children like him. 
Me doing a parachute jump 
is nothing compared to these 
children taking just one step 
on their own.” 

Marissa Arnold, human 
resources manager at the 
Sainsbury’s store, said: “It’s 
a very touching charity and 
Freddie’s fantastic, a real 
character. My two children 
are the same age as Freddie 
and his brother Oliver, so 


you could see all the sibling 
rivalry!

We’ve already had lots of 
enquiries in the store about 
it so that should go well, and 
we’ve got some avid cake 
makers in the store for a fund- 
raising tea party later this 
month.”

categories in the Learning 
Journey garden, which was 
displayed in the Giant Pavilion.

YOUNG gardeners at St 
Mary Magdalene entered the 
Chelsea Flower Show against 
all the odds. 

Pupils and staff were based in 
temporary classrooms for nearly 
18 months at the Shooters Hill 
Post 16 Campus, but that didn’t 
stop them preparing for the 
competition, and planting bulbs 
and seeds. 

The school transferred to its new 
building in Kingsman Street with 
just weeks to go until the Chelsea 
show - taking their plants with 
them by car. 

The school’s entry involved a 
team of 12 children, who planted 
both seeds and plug bulbs, and 
grew plants such as tall lilies 
and gerberas. They learned what 
to do from information leaflets 
and posters. Dedicated gardeners 
Amy, nine, and Verona, 10, 
from Year 5, took charge of the 


watering. 

Verona explained: “The posters 
told us how to plant the bulbs so 
they would grow, and we used 
bamboo sticks to hold up the 
lilies when they started growing 
tall. Now, we are hoping to raise 
vegetables in big pots on the 
school’s roof terrace, as well as 
some climbing plants. We are 
already growing herbs like rocket 
and rosemary, and we want to 
grow some tomatoes.” 

Amy added: “Once they started 
growing we made sure we kept 
them watered. We are growing 
vegetables and herbs now, and 


once we’ve grown them we want 
to give them to the school cook 
so she can use them in our meals. 
“Our new school is great and the 
roof garden is the best bit because 
we can do our gardening there. I 
really love growing flowers, and 
want to grow some there as well.” 

• The other schools which 
shared the honours at Chelsea 
were Thomas Tallis and 
Kidbrooke secondary schools, 
Charlton Manor, Thorntree, 
Kidbrooke Park, Cherry 
Orchard, Christchurch Shooters 
Hill C of E, and Fossdene.

IT’s game on for two more Greenwich 
firms that have won contracts to 
supply services for the Olympics. 

A Charlton catering company and a 
Greenwich cleaning firm have boosted 
business by clinching work at the Royal 
Artillery Barracks in Woolwich Common. 

The venue is set to host the Olympic 
shooting competition and the paralympic 
archery next year and the two local firms 
will be supplying services to contractors 
as they prepare the site up until 
Christmas. 

They won the work through GLLaB, the 
Greenwich Local Labour and Business 
initiative which is making sure that local 
businesses have all the information and 
support they need to benefit from the 
2012 Games. 

‘Feast’ was started by Charlton mum 
Christina Reynolds two-and-a-half years 
ago. The firm, based at the Landsdowne 
Mews business units, Charlton, provides 
catering for other businesses and for 
private events. 


It is now delivering breakfast and lunch 
to workers on the Barracks site. 

Proprietor Christina Reynolds explained 
that they make and deliver bacon and 
sausage rolls for breakfast then take 
lunch orders for delivery later in the 
day. The menu includes freshly made hot 
meals, jacket potatoes, salads and home- 
made cakes using independent local 
suppliers. 

“It’s something that we were planning 
to do and this has given us the impetus 
to get on with it. We’re now delivering 
into more firms locally,” said Christina, 
who is also doing lunch deliveries 
to Ravensbourne College and some 
Greenwich Council offices. 

“Hosting the Olympics is fabulous and 
if local firms can benefit in any way it’s 
a good thing. Winning this contract at 
the Barracks will help to get our name 
around, ’’she added. 

Super Clean Services won the job to 
clean site portacabins and other buildings 
within a week of putting in their bid. 

The firm which operates from 
Greenwich Business Park in Norman 
Road, also cleans site offices, canteens 
and washrooms as well as supplying 
washroom services. 

Managing director William Pratt 
explained: “We saw the contractors Sisk 
within a day of their enquiry and went 
to survey the premises and provide 
specifications of their requirements. They 
were satisfied with what we were offering 
and instructed us the following week.” 

The 150-staff firm relocated from 
Croydon to Greenwich in the late 1990s so 
it could be closer to clients in the City. 

“We were looking for a base that would 
be more central to the area in which we 
operate and Greenwich was an up and 
coming town with excellent transport 
links, ”he said. 

And he added: “This new work means 
we’ve been able to redirect one member of 
staff who had finished another job. 

“This has really been beneficial to us 
as new business is the lifeblood of any 
company.

Can’t ex-plane 

Mystery of missing WW2 fighter after dig is

IT is a mystery that has left experts 
scratching their heads after the 
search for a plane missing for 70 
years came up with nothing. 

A team of historians excavated a stretch 
of road in Woolwich last Monday (June 
27) hunting the remains of Robin ‘Bubble’ 
Waterston’s Supermarine Spitfire which 
crashed during a dogfight in 1940. 

Eyewitness accounts and radar readings 
had placed the aeroplane outside the 
gates of the Royal Artillery Barracks on 
Repository Road. But the diggers found 
nothing more than the remnants of a 
crater and a trail of oil. 

Leading the project was Geoff Nutkins, 
curator at Shoreham Aircraft Museum 
in Kent. He told GT: “There was some 
confusion - the ground radar had 
indicated the plane was here, and we 
found oil deposits left by the crash, 
but not a trace of the plane. 

“It’s very disappointing for 
everyone who worked so 
hard on the project.” 

It was believed that the 
pilot was killed in an 
impact so fierce that the 
aircraft burrowed more 
than two metres into the 
tarmac. 

But now Geoff thinks the 
crash was different. 

“The crater we found 
was only three feet deep, 
indicating that the impact 
was slower than we thought, and 
Waterston probably died in the blaze not 
on impact. 

“They clearly made a very good job of 
the cleanup operation at the time.” 

Flight Officer Waterston’s body was 
pulled from the wreckage but he had 
already perished. Later the City of 
Edinburgh squadron member was 
cremated in the Scottish capital that was 
his home. 

It was the height of the Battle of Britain 
when the 23-year-old died on August 31 


1940. Spitfires and Hawker Hurricanes 
duelled with Messerschmitt Mel09s in 
the skies above southern England and 
crowds had gathered on vantage points 
from Charlton to Plumstead to 
watch the action. 

When the Spitfire was shot 
down on that summer 
afternoon the hordes 
cheered, wrongly 

believing it was a German 
aircraft that had been 
downed. 

It was shortly after the 
embarrassing retreat at 
Dunkirk, and publicity 
around home losses was 
played down. 

As a result much more is 
known about the Messerschmitt 
which came down on the same day 
a few streets away. 

“The sad thing is that he was largely 
forgotten at the time,” Geoff added. 

Two years ago the museum secured 
a memorial stone at the site next to the 
Barracks on Repository Road. 

Witnesses to the crash were convinced 
that the plane was going to smash into 
nearby houses, but saw the brave pilot 
selflessly steer the machine away from 
homes and towards his own fate. 

“It’s amazing to think that so few people 


knew about this crash before we had the 
monument erected. At the time England 
didn’t want to hear about Allied losses 
and much more is known about Walter 
Binder’s Messerschmitt that crashed 
later in the evening on Anne Street in 
Plumstead.” 

Geoff’s dad lived in Plumstead at the 
time before joining the Air Force himself, 
and even got a souvenir from the Mel09 
that crashed 

The military historian said: “My dad got 
the wing tip, but it being the war, my gran 
wouldn’t have it in the house and threw 
it away. 

“My last hope of finding a part of the 
Spitfire now is that somebody might have 
a souvenir taken from the wreck sitting 
in their shed, but it’s a real long shot.”

Tax credits for over 16s 
who stay in education 


Is your child aged 16+ and still in 
education or training? 

Make sure you’re not missing out on 
Child Tax Credit and Child Benefit! 

If your child remains in education or 
training after Year 11, you can continue to 
get Child Benefit and Child Tax Credit for 
them until they reach age 20 or until their 
education or training ends (whichever is 
sooner). 

But, you must remember to tell the 
Tax Credits office and the Child Benefit 
Centre that they are still in education 
or an unwaged trainee; otherwise your 
payments will stop. Child Tax Credit stops 
automatically on the first September 
after your child’s 16th birthday unless 
you make contact. It is important to 
tell them quickly if your child is 
still in education or training. If you 
haven’t already notified them and your 
payments have stopped, do this straight 
away to get your payments reinstated. 


• For Tax Credits - ring 0845 300 3900 
or 0845 300 3909 for textphone users. 

• For Child Benefit - 0845 302 1444 (or 0845 
302 1474 for textphone users). 

When your child leaves education or 
training, remember that you may be able 
to continue getting Child Benefit and 
Child Tax Credit for them for a limited 
period.

How the lettings policy works 

Housing applicants are placed within ‘Bands’ according 
to the Council’s policy for letting homes. Your band 
information is on the letter that the Council sent you when 
you registered, or when your circumstances changed. 

Property adverts say which band can apply and any other criteria. 
When all the bids are received, the property is then offered to: 

For properties advertised for band A and band B - 

the applicant who has had this priority status for the longest time. 

For properties advertised for band C applicants - 

the applicant who has been registered on the Council’s list for the 

longest time. 


Band 

A is for applicants in unsatisfactory housing, including people 
moving due to demolition and those underoccupying 
their homes. 

B is for applicants the council must prioritise according to 
the law, particularly homeless people, and others with an 
urgent need to move for medical or welfare reasons. 

C is for all applicants on the housing register, including those 
that are in priority bands A and B. 


How do I apply? 


Get on the list 

O First, you’ve got to be on the housing waiting list to join the scheme. 

If you’re not, get an application form by phoning the Access and Allocations 
Section on 020 8921 2941. Or pick up a form from any neighbourhood office. 


Find your applicant number 

O lt will be on the letter you’ve already had from the Council about the 
new scheme. You’ll need that number and the reference number of 
the property you’re after, which will be on the advert.

In his first interview since the death of friend and TV 
co-star Ryan Dunn , Steve-O pays tribute to his pal and talks 
exclusively to Scene ahead of his gig at The lndigo2

“I WAS meant 
to do some 
interviews last 
week, but it wasn’t 
really a good 
time,” Steve-0 told Scene. 

It was just a few days after 
his friend and Jackass co-star 
Ryan Dunn had been killed in a 
car crash. 

Clearly still raw, he added: 

“I cancelled every single 
interview when I found out. 
This is the first I’ve done. 

All I can say is I’m really sad 
because my friend died. There’s 
not much else to it. It really 
sucks. We travelled the world 
and did a lot of great stuff 
together - he made me laugh, 
and I’m really going to miss 
him.” 

It’s been a difficult time for 
the TV daredevil, who heard 
the sad news in the worst way 
possible. 

“It was just before 7am and 
I was awakened by a phone 
call from someone at TMZ 
[celebrity gossip website Thirty 
Mile Zone]. They asked me if I 
could confirm that Ryan Dunn 
died in a car accident. I had 
just woken up, I had no idea 
what they were talking about 
and then they kept saying 
‘Can you call Barn’s [Margera, 
Jackass co-star] mum and get 
right back to me?’ Honestly, I 
think that is the worst thing 
anyone has ever asked me to 
do. 

“There is no good way to find 
out that your friend died but 
this person wasn’t calling to 
inform me, they were calling 
to try and get the scoop from 
me. Within half an hour more 
people were calling me up for 
quotes. It was a pretty bad 
time.” 

The tragic accident came after 
a period when Steve-0 had 
managed to turn his own life 
around, from endangering 
himself with ever more 
outrageous stunts and drug 
abuse, to becoming a teetotal 
vegan. 

“I’ve been sober ever since 
Johnny Knoxville stepped 
in and put an intervention 
on me,” the 37-year-old 
said. “You know you’ve got 
a serious problem when 
Johnny Knoxville is your 


interventionist! That says it 
all for me, that the Jackass 
guys were that worried about 
me that they came over to my 
house and didn’t give me an 
option - it was either: ‘you 
come with us, or we tie you up 
and take you.’” 

He had earlier stopped eating 
meat after hearing voices and 
fearing he would be punished 
for his disregard for others. 
“After I went to rehab I realised 
maybe I’d be happier if I was 
a more compassionate guy, 
and I was really benefitting 
from being vegetarian. So I 
went all the way and became 
vegan. I’m a lot happier and 
healthier now, but I’ve really 
got to stay off the soapbox - it’s 
been really helpful for me, but 
nobody wants to be preached 
at.” 

Now he’s touring a stand-up 
show which is at the Indigo2 
this Thursday, July 7, and he’s 
keen to point out that he hasn’t 
lost it. 

“A lot of people think I have 
gone soft, but I will be damned 
if they say that after I get done 
with these shows,” the one- 
time circus clown said. 

“I’m still going to do all the 
mad stuff and get engulfed in 


flames and all the rest of it - 
I’m crazier than ever!” 

The gig at the North 
Greenwich venue is not his 
first time on the stand-up 
circuit. 

“Years ago I had the Don’t 
Try This at Home tour where 
I would do crazy stunts on 
stage,” Steve-0 said. “I’d come 
out and crack beers over my 
head and get people up from 
the audience to participate, 
but since then I’ve changed my 
lifestyle, and I’ve replaced the 
drunken rambling with well 
thought-out stand-up comedy 
while keeping all the mayhem 
and the madness in tact. 

“So the new show has got a 
confessional ring to it. . . and 
the rest is just crazy stunts!” 
The performer is no stranger to 
Blighty - he was born Stephen 
Glover in Wimbledon and 
spent some years here. 

“I moved away when I was six 
months old, to Brazil. I spoke 
my first words in Portuguese 
before moving to Venezuela 
and then America,” he said. 
“Then I went back to London - 
my formative years from ages 
9-18 were pretty much spent in 
England.” 

The instability of the period 


might go some way to 
explaining the eccentric and 
extreme behaviour of the self- 
proclaimed ‘professional idiot’. 
He admits that sobriety hasn’t 
changed his approach to his 
wince-inducing day job though. 
“I’ve never had a high pain 
threshold, it’s the unreasonable 
hunger for the attention of 
others that I do it for. I think 
if I or any of the other guys 
had a high pain threshold our 
movies would be very boring to 
watch.” 

Does he regret any of the antics 
he performed on Jackass? 
“Hmmm... no, not really. Of 
everything I have done through 
my career as a professional 
idiot, I can’t think of anything 
I regret that I’ve done for work. 
There’s all kinds of stuff I’ve 
done in my personal life that 
I’ve really struggled with, but 
had it not been for how I’d been 
in my personal life I don’t think 
I would be in the good place I’m 
in today.”

Greenwich Fair was a staple of 
carnival season in the borough up 
until the end of the 1800s. 

GDIF - which ties in with 
Greenwich Council’s Greenwich 
Festivals - revived the trend 
from yesteryear with a packed 
programme of street theatre which 
took over Greenwich town centre. 
The weather was kind, and as the 
sun shone thousands of visitors 
and locals crammed SE10. They 
witnessed - and took part in - the 
programme of outdoor performing 
arts, which included a life-sized 
Punch and Judy show, street dance 
on and around a London taxi, 
jaw-dropping aerial performances, 
a juggle-off in which almost 
uncountable balls seemed to be in 
the air. 

There were art installations from

French flick that looks set for Hollywood remake 


Thriller at close range

FRENCH writer-director 
J Fred Cavaye likes to 
push ordinary men to 
their limits. His debut 
movie - Anything For Her in 
2008, saw a college professor 
break his wife out of prison. 

In the director’s latest, A Bout 
Portant, or Point Blank, a male 
hospital nurse tries to rescue his 
wife who has been kidnapped by 
criminals. Hollywood, ever vigilant 
for well-crafted stories, quickly 
remade Cavaye’s first movie into 
The Next Three Days in 2010, 
putting Russell Crowe as the lead. 
Point Blank, similarly exciting and 
fast-paced is surely destined for a 
similar fate. 

The movie explodes into life 
with the anti-hero, Hugo Sartet, 
(Roschdy Zem of Days of Glory 
fame), running for his life. 
Wounded in the chase, he is 
admitted to hospital in critical 
condition. Samuel (Gilles 
Lellouche) is the innocent man, a 
trainee nurse in the wrong place at 
the wrong time whose only crime 
is to witness a second attempt 
on Sartet’s life. Samuel is soon 
thrust into an unfamiliar world 


in a desperate attempt to rescue 
his pregnant wife. Lellouche 
is in fine form, beautifully 
transitioning from tender husband 
into desperate fugitive who will 
stop at nothing to get back his 
life, his daring escape in the 
metro particularly compelling. 

With nowhere to go, he turns to 
the police only to find that door 
slammed in his face. Zem is 
equally strong, his rugged, angular 
features - so memorable in Days 
of Glory - perfect for this role, 
his prolonged periods of silence 
implicit with violence. Lellouche 
and Zem together form a powerful, 
if reluctant, alliance, each in 
their different ways, desperate, 
resourceful and unwilling to lose. 
Elena Anaya as Nadia, has a nice 
cameo as Samuel’s simpering 
and vulnerable wife as do Gerard 
Lanvin and Mireille Perrier, rival 
police commanders on different 
sides of the law. Despite their 
limited roles, both performances 
are stylishly rich, Perrier’s 
unexpected demise is shockingly 
brutal. 

Cavaye is unrelenting, barley 
pausing for breath, racing from 


one scene to the next. The 
denouement - a cleverly arranged 
carnival of crime - unfolds within 
the claustrophobic confines of 
the last place Sartet would have 
chosen, police headquarters, 
some wonderful camerawork 
(Alain Duplantier) adding to the 
tension. The dialogue is crisp and 
for the most part - the unfolding of 
the plot somewhat heavy - is well 
handled. At less than 90 minutes 
PB is refreshingly brief. Hollywood 
will surely change that but why 
wait for the re-make when the 
original is so fresh. 8/10

Musical messages 


Week of music therapy hits the right note

GREENWICH Music Therapy Service 
opened its doors to the public to cel- 
ebrate Britain’s first national Music 
Therapy Week. 

The service, run by Oxleas NHS 
Foundation Trust, invited parents and 
professionals from across the borough to 
their big day earlier this month. 

The service has been running for 35 years 
and was one of the first of its kind in the 
country, providing an alternative form of 
communication for a wide range of young 
people who may otherwise have been 
emotionally isolated. 

The pioneering service has been based at 
Wensley Close in Eltham since 1988. 

Manager Sarah Hadley told GT: “Music 
therapists offer a different way of exploring 
and expressing a huge range of emotions.” 

Music therapist Judith Nockolds told 
what a difference the therapy can make 
to young people with Autism Spectrum 
Disorder. She said: “Music can build a 
bridge between two very different realities, 
being autistic being non-autistic. There’s 
an inbuilt ability in everybody to respond to 
music. We can use this creativity to bypass 
a lot of difficulties.” 

Music therapy can also have a massive 
impact on adolescents in secondary schools. 
Therapist Richard Murison, working at one 
of the service’s five Greenwich partner 
schools, told GT: “Music therapy provides 
something unique in a school environment. 
It offers something very client-led - and 
client wellbeing is just as important as the 
curriculum.” 

A video showed how the service is 
accessed by a wide range of clients, from 
children who have experienced trauma to 
those with life threatening and limiting 
conditions. 

Delegates were also given the chance 
to take part in taster workshops which, 
according to workshop leader Luke 
Annesley, were hugely effective. 

He said: “Music therapy is only something 
you can really learn about through 
experience. We explored playing in small 
groups and tried a few improvisational 
games and it was quite revealing.” 

Visitors also heard of the service’s newest 
project, an interactive music making course 
for people who work with young children 
who want to lead therapeutic music making 
sessions with under fives. Accredited by the 
University of Greenwich, the next course 
begins in September. 

The overall aim of the day was to highlight 
the work of the Greenwich service, which 
currently employs over 10 per cent of all 
registered NHS music therapists in the 
UK, as well as raising the profile of music 
therapy itself.
